4, we would like 
to say that we do not believe that a former White Russian who ' 
considered it e xpedlent to Join the Soviet side, is ineligible 
for defection by virtue of that fact. We do believe, howe^r* 
that it, la probably not wise to consider every such base, of 
which there wist be very mahy, as a target unless we c know all 
the details , know =of the work which the particular parson has 
been dolng^ , knew of the success he has attained In that parti- j 

eular work and know that it would be worthwhile to defect him. / 

There -must be hundreds if not thousands of KVD officers within - ' 
our reach and there can only be a very few who would really be f <\ 
in ' a position to contribute to our knowledge <of the HIS and '■ 

Its ramifications. Since no procedures for taking care, of 
defectees after they have been fully exploited have been set 3
